The communication filed on 10/23/03, is non-responsive to the prior office action, mailed 9/23/03, because of the following 

reason: 

As set forth in the previous Office action, this application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the 
definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a) (2). Such sequences are see on Figures 
11A through HE. However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CRF 1.821 through 1.825 because no 
Sequence Identifier is provided following each sequence. In the response, applicants amended to recite "Figure 1 1 shows a sequence 
alignment (SEQ ID NOS: 1-17, respectively)" in the brief description of Fig. 11. First of all, there is no Figure 1 1, but Figures 1 1A 
through 1 IE. Further, there are 17 sequences on each of the Figures. It is not clear on which figure's sequences SEQ ID NOs:l-17 
represent respectively. Furthermore, it is not clear whether SEQ ID NOS: 1-17 are for the sequences in the order from top to bottom 
or any other order, unambiguous amendment is requested. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or inadvertence failed to provide a complete 
response, applicant is required to complete the response within a time limit of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, or as extended as follows.
